Erom  the  time  the  class  went  through  the 
entrance  which  lore  the  sign,  "ITo  Visitors 
Allowed",  to  the  time  they  left,  one  thing 
was  apparent  above  all.  That  was  the  machine 
like  precision  in  which  the  men  went  about 
their  particular  jobs,  hot  that  the  v/crking 
men  broke  speed  records  or  anything.  Ear  from 
it.  It  was  the  steadiness  with  v/hich  they 
worked  - utterly  oblivious  of  surrounding  dis- 
turbances - that  captivated  the  onlookers’ 
attention. 

At  one  of  the  desks  there  was  a cartoon- 
ist busi  inking  one  of  hns  sketches.  How, 
for  a man  that  is  supposed  to  excite  the  hu- 
morous sense  in  children  lAkien  they  read  the 
"funnies  " he  certainly  did  not  look  the  part. 
He  v/ss  a young  man,  dark  complexioned , with 
oily  black  hair,  and  a frozen  face  that  v/ould 
stand  him  in  good  stead  in  any,  poker  game. 

The  ma/tter  of  fact  expression  on  his  face 
v/ould  misleoid  the  casual  observer  into  believ- 
ing that  the  gentleman  was  marking  down  stock 
quotations,  rather  than  drawing  cartoons  -- 
any  school  boy’s  delight.  All  of  v;hich  goes 
to  show  hoYi  newspaper  life  can  harden  a mans 
character  as  far.  as  expressing  esmotion  is  con- 
cerned. 

The  way  in  which  a newspaper  receives  its 
outside  news  can  be  told  in  a f cYj  words.
